Ill  e.arly  times  the  cliiof  articlo  of  dioss  anionic  Mic  Gn^eks  was  the 
Clijiton,  ronsistiiiii,'  of  one  piece  of  o^oods  sewed  toi^ether  in  the  form 
of  a  saek,  open  at  the  toji  and  bottom,  reachinj;'  from  tiie  neck  to  the 
feet,  and  in  widtli  equal  to  the  extended  arms.  Within  this  stands 
the  woman.  It  is  first  fastened  around  the  waist  by  a  girdle,  and 
over  tlie  shoulders  by  a  brooch.  The  Chiton  was  sometimes  left 
open  down  one  side  for  convenience  of  dancing.  Underneath  this 
g'arment  was  worn  a  piece  of  clotli  over  tlie  cli 'St.  and  sometimes 
around  the  loins  a  piece  of  woolen  g'oods  was  worn.  This  was  all  the 
folks  of  early  times  considered  necessary  for  in-door  wear.  The  out- 
side wraps  were  usually  thrown  round  the  bod\^  Of  tiiose  for  out- 
side wear,  tlie  most  imijortant  was  the  Jlimation,  a  (garment  worn  also 
by  men. 

The  Chiton  was  generall}-  made  of  linen.  The  Ilimation  was  of 
woolen  stuff,  and  thrown  over  the  left  shoulder  like  a  plaid,  leaving 
the  short  end  to  hang  down  in  front;  the  long  end  was  gathered 
round  the  back,  brought  under  the  right  ;iriu  and  across  the  body  in 
front,  and  held  in  this  position  by  being  thrown  ovei- the  left  forearm. 
The  Greeks  used  strong  contrast  in  colors. 

About  1710,  the  liooped  petticoat  was  first  introduced  in  England, 
and  resembled  the  letter  V  inverted  \.  Some  thirty  years  later  they 
attained  an  enormous  expansion,  and  were  w<)rn  at  their  full  circum- 
ference immediately  below  tlie  waist.  About  this  time  the  Hnck  also 
made  its  appearance.  Ladies  delighted  in  tight  bodices,  gorgeous 
petticoats,  worn  over  hoops  of  various  sizes.

No  matter  what  men  may  write  or  say  upon  the  subject,  the  wom- 
anly woman  will  always  pay  considerable  attention  to  her  dress,  as 
she  should.  Indifference,  and  consequent  inattention  to  dress,  often 
shows  pedantry,  self-righteousness,  or  indolence.  It  is  not  a  virtue, 
but  a  defect  in  the  character. 

Every  woman  should  study  to  make  the  best  of  herself  with  the 
means  at  her  command.  Auiong  the  rich,  the  love  of  dress  promotes 
some  degree  of  exertion  and  display  of  taste.  Among  those  of  mod- 
erate means  it  engendei-s  contrivance,  diligence,  and  neatness  of  hand. 

So  long  as  dress  mej-ely  interests,  amuses,  occupies  such  time  and 
such  means  as  we  reasonably  allot  to  it,  it  is  salutary;  refining  the 
tastes  and  the  habits,  and  giving  satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  others. 
Sensible  men  like  to  see  their  wives  and  daughters  well-dressed. 

The  woman  who  has  not  some  natural  taste  in  dress,  some  love  of 
novelty,  some  delight  in  the  combination  of  colors,  must  be  deficient 
in  a  sense  of  the  beautiful.  As  a  work  of  art.  a  well-dressed  woman 
is  a  study.  Consistency,  in  regard  to  station  and  fortune,  is  the  first 
thing  to  be  considered.  A  woman  of  good  sense  will  not  wish  to  ex- 
pend in  unnecessary  extravagances  money  wrung  from  the  hands  of 
an  anxious,  laborious  husband;  or.  if  her  husband  be  a  man  of 
fortune,  she  will  not  even  then  encroach  upon  her  allowance.  It  will 
be  her  stud}^  to  dress  well  with  as  little  expense  as  possible;  for  it  is 
unbecoming  to  no  woman's  dignity  to  be  careful  of  the  clothes  she 
wears,  and  to  be  economical  in  her  expenditure.  When  love  of  dress 
is  indulged  in  beyond  the  compass  of  means,  it  cannot  be  too  severely 
condemned.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  every  woman  to  dress  as  well  as 
she  can.  • 

GLOVES. 

Cream  and  tan  colored  gloves  remain  the  popular  choice.  These 
are  worn  with  black,  white,  and  colored  costumes,  without  any 
attempt  at  matching  the  gloves  to  the  dress ;  there  are  also  the  vari- 
ous wood  colors,  mode,  drab,  slate,  mastic,  and  seal-brown  shades, 
as  well  as  straw  and  pearl  tints ;  the  preference,  however,  is  for  darker 
gloves  for  all  occasions,  even  for  those  where  full  dress  is  required. 
Mustard  colors  and  lichen  shades,  with  olive  tints,  are  shown  for 
spring.  Many  ladies  still  use  the  long  smooth  buttoned  gloves,  but 
the  general  taste  is  for  the  Foster  lace  wrist.  For  street  costumes  the 
five  hook  is  used.  The  seven,  ten  and  fifteen  hook  for  dinner  and 
evening  ijarties.     Ladies  diessing  in  mourning  wear  black  undressed 
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kid  gloves,  four  buttons,  but  these  are  not  contined  to  'f^ourning.  as 
they  are  now  worn  with  colored  dresses,  and  evening  dresses. 
English  silk  and  the  French  lisle-thread  gloves  for  summer,  are  shown 
in  the  Jersey  and  Mous(iuetaire  styles,  in  gray,  tan.  f^cru,  black, 
cream  and  slate  colors;  there  are  also  mixed  silk  and  linen  gloves  in 
these  shapes.  Tlie  Marguerite  mitts  of  silk  woven  in  lace  patterns 
became  so  popular  last  summer  that  they  are  brought  out  in  all 
shades  for  midsummer;  long  mitts, — black,  cardinal,  tan,  old  gold, 
cream,  and  graj\ — are  one  dollar  and  forty  cents  a  pair,  and  shorter 
black  ones  cost  from  sixty-tive  cents  to  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents. 
These  are  to  be  worn  with  the  cotton  satines,  lawns,  and  fine  thin 
wool  dresses,  at  the  watering-places  and  seaside  resoits. 

FULL   RUCHINGS. 

Full  ruchings.  of  either  white  or  black,  are  a  late  fancy  in  neck-wear. 
The  present  rage  is  for  dark  hose,  dark  hats,  and  dark  gloves.  Hat, 
gloves,  and  stockings  match.  Dark  shades  of  olive,  bronze,  brown, 
navj'-blue.  and  illuminated  goods  are  preferred  for  eloih  walking- 
dresses. 

EMBROIDERIKS. 

Embroideries  in  Kensington  stitch  of  open  wheels  of  Spanish  lace 
designs  and  flowers  are  used  for  trimmings  on  nuns"  veiling,  merveil- 
leux,  silks,  ginghams  and  wool  dresses. 

People  wishing  to  be  very  distinctive,  and  to  put  on  the  latest  touch, 
will  select  their  gloves  and  hose  in  black  or  tan,  or  pale  gold,  or 
lichen  green,  and  weai'  with  them,  not  white,  but  black  sandaled  shoes. 
The  above  is  for  white  or  light  di-esses. 

For  nuns"  veiling  use  Oriental  or  Spanish  lace. 

Get  watered  silk  of  the  same  shade  as  your  satin,  for  combining 
with  it. 

For  evening  dress,  have  white  nuns'  veiling,  or  else  a  white  Spanish 
lace  dress  like  those  described  lately  in  the  New  York  Fashions. 
These,  with  a  plain  or  illuminated  flannel  travelling  dress,  a  silk  of 
light  quality,  a  Scotch  gingham,  and  a  white  muslin,  will  be  a  nice 
outfit. 

Small  crochet  buttons  are  used  witli  black  dresses. 

White  crape-lisse  frills  are  the  favorite  for  the  neck  and  the  sleeves, 
and  these  are  sometimes  worn  inside  black  lisse-frills. 
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Knots  of  inch-wide  pale  pink  or  blue  watered  ribbon,  placed  amid 
the  ruffles  of  black  lace,  on  satin  dresses,  set  oft"  and  enliven  the  dress 
in  exquisite  fashion. 

Cashmeres,  in  combination  with  watered  silks,  form  the  material 
for  the  new  wo  len  suits  of  the  season.

For  some  years  alpacas  and  other  stiff  Englisii  fabrics  have  been  in 
disuse  throughout  Europe  and  America,  owing  to  an  improvement  in 
taste,  for  which  boom  we  should  pmbably  thank  ^Yilliam  Morris  and 
his  esthetic  school.  It  is  impossible  to  be  ••  limp  "  or  to  •'•  cling  "'  in 
garments  which  will  not  lend  themselves  to  sinuous  movement,  lience 
the  soft  stuffs  of  France  have  captured  the  market,  and  p]nglish 
manufacturei's  liave  looked  on  with  dismay.  Instead  of  accepting 
the  situation  and  endeavoring  to  equal  if  not  excel  the  French  in  mail- 
ing what  women  wanted,  our  cousins  sat.down  and  grew  poorer  and 
poorer  while  they  waitpd  for  the  return  of  '"a  day  that  is  dead." 
Lately  their  wail  has  grown  long  and  loud.  Appeals  liave  been  made, 
in  high  quarters,  for  a  change  of  fashion,  and  Lady  Bective  has  val- 
iantly come  to  the  foi-e,  pledging  herself  and  her  friends  to  wear  stiff" 
English  goods  on  every  possible  and  impossible  occasion. 

The  worth  of  Lady  Bective's  zeal  lies  in  its  patriotism.  "'  My 
country,  right  or  wrong,"  is  a  narrow  sentiment,  but  it  is  far  better, 
both  for  the  individual  and  the  State,  than  that  which  leads  American 
women  to  doubt,  if  not  to  despise,  whatever  is  home-made.  Is  so  true, 
that  whenever  the  majority  of  women  want  reform  in  anj'  shape,  thej"^ 
will  get  it :  first,  because  they  are  irresistible,  and  secondl3%  because 
thej^  outnumber  the  men  and  must  rule  sooner  or  later.  When  an 
intelligent  woman  desires  to  help  her  sex.  she  seeks  her  allies  among 
men  and  linds  them.  Society,  luxury,  want  of  thought,  superficial 
education,  and  the  fear  of  incurring  masculine  displeasure,  whereby 
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matrimoniiil  chances  may  be  imperiled,  make  most  women  supine  to 
glaring  evils.  It  is  a  pitj'.  but  need  not  be  evei-lastiiis:.  and  when  a 
Lad}-  Hective  steps  forward  as  the  supporter  of  even  so  unsympa- 
thetic a  fabric  as  alpaca,  on  the  ground  that  the  English  should  uphold 
their  own  manufactures,  it  is  a  cheerins:  sign  of  the  times.  A  woman 
becomes  more,  not  less,  by  being  patriotic. 

Are  there  no  Lady  Bectives  in  this  country''  Are  there  none  to 
advocati!  American  goods  in  preference  to  foreignV  Free  trade  in  dry 
goods  might  be  established  in  a  few  months  were  the  wearing  of 
Auierican  manufactures  to  be  made  the  fashion.  American  enterprise 
in  silks,  ribbons,  and  liue  fabrics,  has  succeeded  in  spite  of  female 
prejudice.  Houie  goods  are  conquering  the  market  because  of  in- 
creasing excellence,  and  it  only  needs  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the 
sex  to  keep  a  deal  of  gold  in  this  country  that  is  now  crossing  the 
Atlantic  to  our  detriment.  American  women  proved  their  patriotism 
during  the  war  by  unselflsh  devotion  to  our  soldiers.  Patriotism  in 
time  of  peace  is  no  less  vital,  and  is  shown  by  active  interest  in  the 
development  of  one's  country.  On  women  devolves  family  expendi- 
ture; on  them,  therefore,  the  nation's  credit  largely  depends.  Well 
they  remember  that  the  more  they  patronize  home  manufactures, 
the  less  their  fatherland  will  be  in  debt.  Those  who  rail  at  female 
extravagance  in  one  breath,  denounce  in  another  the  study  of  political 
economy  by  women  I     How  wise  to  fancy  that  like  will  not  beget  like ! 

Kate  Field  showed  her  patriotism  by  carrying  an  American  satin  to 
Paris  to  be  made  up  by  Worth.  People  do  not  seem  to  understand 
that  Dlack  silk  has  been  deteriorating  so  rapidly  in  Europe  as  to 
o-reatly  he\\)  in  its  successful  production  here.  Our  manufacturers 
take  a  foreign  silk,  find  out  its  weakness,  and  improve  upon  it.  while 
the  ladies  buy  the  imported  article,  complacently  believing  that  they 
liave  thereby  shown  their  taste  and  acumen.  The  comment  of  French 
silk  manufacturers  is,  that  they  can  produce  the  sauie  effect  with  one 
third  less  silk.  The  tinest  silks  made  in  this  country  are  manufactured 
by  John  D.  Cutter  &  Co.

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COLORS  THAT  SUIT  DIFFERENT  COMPLEXIONS. 

Two  distinct  typos  of  ooinploxions  exist  among  the  wiiitP  race, 
naniel}\  the  light-haired,  fair  and  ruddy  complexion,  termed  blonde.s ; 
and  the  dai'k-haired  and  dark  skinned,  called  brunettes. 

Between  these  are  several  intermediate  tints  and  shades,  all  requir- 
ing much  close  observation  to  full}^  discriminate  as  to  colors  most 
suitable  to  be  worn,  to  harmonize  with  the  different  shades  of  com- 
plexion. 

Investigation  has  proven  that  the  light-haired  and  rosy-cheeked, 
with  red  or  golden  hair  and  ruddy  complexion,  require  certain  colors 
in  head-dress  and  drapery  to  harmonize,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the 
dark  complexion,  with  dark  hair  and  eyebrows. 

THE  SHADES  THAT  BLONDES  MAT  WEAR. 

Dark  violet,  intermixed  with  lilac  and  blue,  give  additional  charms 
to  the  fair-haired,  ruddy  blonde.  Greens,  also  with  lighter  or  darker 
tints,  is  favorable. 

With  the  very  ruddy,  the  blue  and  green  should  be  darker  rather 
than  lighter.  An  intermixture  of  white  may  likewise  go  with  these 
colors. 

The  natural  colors  are  also  suitable  to  the  ruddj^  blondes.  Of  these 
are  the  russet,  slate,  maroon,  and  all  hues  of  brown.  Light  natural 
tints  are  also  pleasing,  such  as  grays,  drab,  fawn  and  stone  colors. 

Transparent  and  delicate  complexions,  with  light  chestnut  or  brown 
hair,  should  have  the  same  set-off  by  contrast.  Thus:  blue,  pale 
j'ellow.  azure,  lilac  and  black,  trimmed  with  rose  or  pink,  are  suitable, 
as  are  also  the  various  shades  of  gray. 

COLORS  THAT  BECOME  THE  BRUNETTE. 

Glossy  black  becomes  the  brunette;  so  do  white,  scarlet,  cardinal, 
orange  and  old  gold.  The  scarh^t  blossom  in  the  hair,  old  gold  ribbon 
and  poppy  colors,  deftly  but  not  too  conspicuously  woven  about  the 
neck  and  breast,  will  'displaj^  the  face  to  fine  advantage.  Myrtle, 
bronze,  and  nyle  greens  also  befits  the  dark  complexion. 

The  sallow  complexion  is  improved  by  the  different  shades  of  dark 
green  and  red.  A  yellow  complexion  is  made  handsomer  by  the  reflec- 
tion of  yellow  about  it;  especiall}^  if  relieved  by  poppy  colors  or 
black.  The  red  and  yellow  face  is  beautified  by  coming  in  contrast 
with  blue  and  orange. 
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The  red  face  is  improved  by  red  around  it.  red  and  blue  tints  being 
develoiied  thereby.  Eed  and  blue  are  relieved  by  heliotrope,  and  the 
blue  and  yellow  by  green.  AVhite  and  black  become  the  pale  face, 
but  red  and  blue  become  it  better.  Light  colors  harmonize  with  and 
befit  the  pale  skin;  while  dark  skin  is  improved  by  the  darker  tints. 

COLORS  THAT  CONTRAST  AND  HARMONIZE. 

The  object  of  two  or  more  difterent  tints  in  dress  is  to  obtain  relief 
by  variety,  and  yet  the  two  shades  brought  in  contrast  should  har- 
monize, else  the  beauty  is  lessened. 

Blue  and  gold,  blue  and  orange,  blue  and  salmon  color,  blue  and 
drab,  blue  and  stone  color,  blue  and  white,  blue  and  gray,  blue  and 
straw  color,  blue  and  maze,  blue  and  chestnut,  blue  and  brown,  blue 
and  black;  blue,  brown,  crimson  and  gold. 

Black  and  white,  black  and  oi'ange,  black  and  n\aize.  black  and 
scarlet,  black  and  lilac,  black  and  pink,  black  and  slate  color,  black 
and  butf,  black  and  white;  black,  white,  old-gold  and  crimson;  black, 
orange,  blue  and  yellow.

While 
it  is  well  to  guard  against  the  adoption  of  a  decidedly  unwise  fashion, 
it  is  well  to  avoid  an  oddity  in  dress.  \Vtll-dress(id  gentlemen  wear 
dark  clothing,  cut  anil  made  to  measure.  AVatch-chain,  one  ring, 
shirt-stud  and  sleeve-buttons,  are  all  the  jewelry  allowable  for  the 
gentlemen. 

Other  colors  than  black  will  be  appropriate  in  their  season  and  for 
various  kinds  of  employment. 

HINTS  TO  LADIES. 

Best  taste  will  dictate  an  observance  of  fashion,  avoiding  extremes. 
Dress  tlie  hair  so  that  it  will  exhibit  variet}^  and  relief,  without  mak- 
ing the  forehead  look  too  higJi. 

Have  one  pronounced  color  in  the  dress,  all  other  colors  liarmoniz- 
ing  with  that.  To  present  a  handsome  appearance,  all  the  appurte- 
nances of  the  lady's  dress  should  be  scrupulously  neat  and  clean. 
Everv  article  that  is  designed  to  be  white,  should  be  a  pure  white,  and 
in  perfect  order. 

A  dress  should  tit  the  form.  Well-fitted  and  judiciously'  trimmed, 
a  calico  dress  is  handsomer  than  an  ill-fitted  silk  dress. 

Much  taste  may  be  displayed  in  dress  about  the  neck,  and  care 
should  be  observed  not  to  use  trimmings  that  will  enlarge  the  appear- 
ance of  the  shoulders.  The  dress  should  be  close-fitting  about  the 
waist  and  shoulders,  though  the  lady  should  not  lace  too  tightly.  Tint 
colors  are  usually  in  best  taste.  Heavy,  rich,  dark  materials  best 
suit  the  woman  of  tall  figure ;  while  light,  full  draperies  should 
be  worn  only  l)y  those  of  slender  proportions.  Short  persons  should 
beware  of  wearing  Hounces,  or  horizontal  trimmings  that  will  break 
the  perpendicular  lines,  as  the  ett'ect  is  to  make  them  appear  shorter. 

Care  should  be  takeu  to  dress  according  to  the  age,  the  season,  the 
employment,  and  the  occasion.  As  a  rule,  a  woman  appears  her  love- 
liest when  in  a  dress  of  dark  color.  We  see  her  with  rosy  comi)lexion 
of  health,  her  hair  dressed  neatly,  her  throat  and  neck  tastefully  eared 
for.  her  dress  in  neither  extreme  of  fashion,  while  the  whole  is  relieved 
by  a  moderate  amoiuit  of  carefully  selected  jewelry.

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FACTS  ABOUT  FOOTWEAR. 


The  word  shop  nipaiis  "  to  cover,"'  but  tlie  earliest  coveiln;^  for  the 
foot  (if  that  can  be  called  a  covering  which  was  little  else  than  a 
sole)  was  the  sandal,  though  •■  shoe "  oc(;urs  several  times  in  the 
Bible;  tlie  sandal  is  meant,  tied  around  the  ankle  with  latchets  or 
latches.

For  the  purpose  of  uuifuruiity  iu  iiuinberiii<i;  the  Fh-e-Ahu-m  Boxes, 
the  city  is  divided  into  four  districts,  viz. : 

DisTKKji'l.  Embraces  tVuit  section  of  the  city  north  and  west  of 
Washington  street,  box  17  of  tliis  division  beinj;'  located  on  the  south 
side  of  the  street. 

DiSTHiCT  2.   Embraces  all  between  School  and  Wasliington  streets. 

DiSTUiCT  3.  Embraces  all  between  Pleasant  and  School  streets. 

Di.STKiCT  4.  Embraces  all  south  of  Tieasant  street. 

The  first  figure  of  the  box  nuiulx'r  will  indicate  the  district. 

SPECIAL   NOTICE. 

I'lie  fact  that  an  alarm-box  is  located  near  their  residence,  and  the 
places  where  the  keys  are  kept,  should  be  known  to  all  persons,  botii 
male  and  female;  and  the  simple  manner  of  giving  an  alarm  in  case 
of  fire,  should  be  a  matter  of  common  education.  Tlie  Committee  on 
Fire  Department  recommend  to  all  persons  who  may  see  this  notice, 
that  they  make  the  necessary  inquiries  to  enable  them,  in  case  of 
need,  either  to  get  the  key  and  pull  the  box,  or  to  direct  others  to  do 
so. 

In  case  of  tire,  follow  these  DIKE(;  riONS  : 

Get  tlie  key  to  the  nearest  box  to  the  fire. 

Open  tlie  box,  pull  down  the  brass  hook  once  onli/,  and  let  tjo.  Wait 
one  half  minute  for  the  sound  of  the  bell.  If  you  hear  no  sound  pull 
again,  and  the  third  time  if  you  get  no  sound.  If  you  fail  the  third 
time  go  to  tlie  next  nearest  box  and  do  the  same  thing;  but  do  not 
toucli  any  other  box  if  the  nearest  one  gives  the  alarm.  This  will  set 
ihe  clock-work  of  tiie  box  in  motion,  and  the  alarm  will  be  given  on 
all  the  bells  connected  by  wire.  Suppose  Box  25  has  been  pulled; 
the  blows  upon  the  bells  will  be  give. 1  thus:  1 — 1  (two  blows),  then 
a  pause  of  four  or  five  seconds,  and  then  1 — 1 — 1—1 — 1  (five  blows), 
making  2.),  tlien  a  pause  of  about  fifteen  seconds.  This  is  repeated 
four  times.  If  this  is  not  considered  sufficient,  another  pull  of  the 
liook  will  give  the  alarm  four  times  more. 

CAUTIONS   TO    TEKSONS    UOEDINCi   SKiXAL    KEVS. 

1.  Never  open  the  box  or  touch  the  apparatus  except  in  case  of 
fire.

7.  Never  allow  your  Key  in  the  hands  of  untrustworthy  persons. 

8.  If  you  remove  f rum  your  house  or  place  of  business  return  the  Key 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  withuut  delay.
